. (1) Personal luggage, unless including parcels of dutiable goods. which are included in the 
Statistics. 
(2) Ship’s storcs, Military and Naval stores on board Governwent Vessels. and ballast of no 
commercial value. 


Countries to which Imports and Exports are credited.—Inports are classified as received from 
the countries whence they were consigned. ‘These countries are not in all cases the countries of actual origin, 
since goods produced in one country may be purchased by a firm in another country and thence despatched, after 
a longer or shorter interval. to the Colony. In such a case the seoond country, being the country of last 
ownership, would be the © country whence consigned.” 

Exports are eredited in the Tables to the country of © ultimate destination” (when known). ie. the eountry 
to which they are consigned, whether that country possesses a seaboard or net. 


Method of ascertaining quantities and values of Imports and Exports.—The statements of 
quantities and values are based on the declarations of importers and exporters as subsequently checked by the 
Customs Officials. Where goods are entered by weight. the quantities shown as imported and exported represent 
the net weight exclusive of packages. sacks, casks, We., in whieh they may he contained.

CROWN LANDS FEES AND CHARGES. 


(Unper Ruves ann Orpers, 1916 Revision, Cuaprer 14, Parts VI ann X.) 


CROWN LANDS. 


(a) General conditions of Sale. 
(1) The purchase price of uncultivated Crown Lands shall be, 
(a) in the case of any one lot of land, not exceeding fifty acres in extent, at the rate of one pound per acre, 
and 
(b) in the case of any one lot of land exceeding fifty acres in extent, at the rate of one pound per acre for 
the first fifty acres, and at the rate of ten shillings per acre for each acre in excess of fifty acres. 


(2) The purchase price of cultivated Crown Lands or of any portion of the Crown Lands in the quarter of 
Choiseul known as Reunion, Valois. (leonne, LeRiche and Campagnotte shall be at such a rate per acre 
as may be fixed by the Governor in Council in each case. 


(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the tariff under Regulation 120 Chap. 14. 1916 Revision relating 
to the price of lands in towns or villages the Governor in Council may in any case, as he may think fit, 
fix the purchase price of uncultivated lands or of lots of land in towns or villages at any such rate, lower 
than the prescribed rate, as he may deem the cireumstances in each case to require. 


(b) Conditions under which the Government is prepared to sell Crown Lauds of not less than 100 acres in 
extent for the settlement of persons who have lately served in His Majesty’s Forces or who come from 
outside the Colony. 

1, Crown Lands in blocks of not less than 10U acres will be sold at the rate of 15/- per aere. or, part of an 
acre for 100 acres ; and at the rate of 10/- per acre for every acre. vr, part of an acre in excess of 100 
acres. The purchase money shall be paid in five (5) equal annual instalments, the first instalment to 
be paid on the expiration of the 6th year as from the date of active occupation of the land, and one of 
the remaining instalments to be paid annyally thereafter until the whole of the purchase money has 
been paid. An applicant for purchase of Crown Lands, provided Regulations 5 and 7 have been ful- 
filled, may by making a cash payment of the purchase money on the expiration of the 38rd year from 
the date of active occupation obtain a discount of one-fifth of the purchase money.

2. Half the cost of surveying the land shall be paid prior to occupation, and the other half in the 2nd 
year of occupation. The fee for the survey of 100 acres will be £20 14 0. 


5. There shall during the first three years of occupancy be cleared and regularly planted in economic crops 
to the satisfaction of the Agricultural Superintendent not less than 50 acres of land. 


7. No applicant for purchase of Crown Lands shall, without the permission of the Governor in Council. 
incumber or dispose of his interest in the land before the Crown grant has been issued.

PROGRESS IN THE CHIEF INDUSIRIES. 


“SUGAR. 


‘The year under review has proved, in vo far as the local sugar industry is concerned, to be the must disas- 
trous since the collapse of the sugar market some twenty-five years ago. 

‘This collayse, as so often happons, was preceded by abnormally high prices and this led to much financial 
speculation locally. ‘Ihe result being that when the crash came. local speculators who had purchased sugar 
properties during the high prices found themselves saddled with obligations which proved very difficult to meet. 
‘Fhis necessitated a considerable reduction in expenditure and Jed to the closing of some of the factories for long 
periods. 

Tempted by the high prices ruling the previous year, many of the smaller estate owners were encouraged 
to raise loans to enable them to iniport and erect mills and small factories. They have been hard hit by the 
general collapse of the sugar and syrup market and much sympathy is felt for them in their present difficulties.

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PREFATORY NOTE. 


ALL TABLES relate to the Calendar Year. 


The «Imports for Home Consumption” include goods entered for use in the Colony at the time of 
importation, and goods cleared for home use ex warehoure. 
The imports statistics do not include :— 
(1) Personal luggage, unless including parcels of dutiable goods, which are included in the 
statistics. 
(2) Ship’s stores, Military and Naval stures on board Government Vessels. and ballast of no 
commercial value. 


Countries to which Imports and Exports are credited.—{mports are classitied as received from 
the countries whence they were consigned. These countries are not in all cases the countries of actual origin, 
since goods produced in one country may be purchased by a firm in another country and thence despatched, after 
a longer or shorter interval, to the Colony. In such a case the second country, being the oountry of last 
ownership, would be the “country whence consigned.” 

Exports are credited in the Tables to the country of “ultimate destination” (when known), i.e.. the country 
to which they are consigned, whether that country possesses a seaboard or not. 


Method of ascertaining quantities and values of Imports and Exports.—'Ihe statements of 
quantities and values are based on the declarations of importers and exporters as subsequently checked by the 
Customs Officials. Where goods are entered by weight. the quantities shown as imported wud exported represent 
the net weight exclusive of packages, sacks, casks, &c., in which they may be contained. 

The values of imports are exclusive of the amount of duty and are ~ ¢.i.f. ; the values of exports are 
exclusive of export duty and are “ f.0.b.”” 


Unenumerated Goods, Parcel Post and Bullion and Specie.—Unenumerated goods are divided 
into ‘ Unmanufactured” and “ Manufactured.” and are placed in the Tables of imports and exports after all 
other goods recorded alphabetically, and before Parcel Post. 

Imports by Parcel Post are not classified according to their nature but are separately recorded at the end 
of the Table of Imports. and are entered according tu value.

CROWN LANDS FEES AND CHARGES. 


(Unper Roves anp Orpens, 1916 Revision, Cuapter 14, Parts VI. anp X.) 
CROWN LANDS. 


(a) General conditions of Sale. 
(1) The purchase price of uncultivated Crown Lands shall be, 
(a) in the case of any one lot of land, not exceeding fifty acres in extent, at the rate of one pound per acre, 
and 
(b) in the case of any one lot of land exceeding fifty acres in extent, at the rate of one pound per acre for 
the first fifty acres, and at the rate of ten shillings per acre for each acre in excess of fifty acres. 


(2) The purchase price of cultivated Crown Lands or of any portion of the Crown Lands in the quarter of 
Choiseul known as Reunion, Valois, “leonne, LeRiche and Campagnotte shall be at such a rate per acre 
as may be fixed by the Governor in Council in each case. 


(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in the tariff under Regulation 120 Chap. 14, 1916 Revision. relating 
to the price of lands in towns or villages the Governor in Council may in any case, as he may think fit, 
fix the purchase price of uncultivated lands or of lots of land in towns or villages at any such rate, lower 
than the prescribed rate, as he may deem the circumstances in each case to require. 


(b) Conditions under which the Government is prepared to sell Crown Lands of not less than 100 acres in 
extent for the settlement of persons who have lately served in His Majesty’s Forces or who come from 
outside the Colony. 

1. Crown La:ds in blocks of not less than 100 acres will be sold at the rate of 15/- per acre, or, part of an 
acre for 100 acres ; and at the rate of 1U/- per acre for every acre, or, part of an acre in excess of 100 
acres. The purchase money shall be paid in five (5) equal annual instalments, the first instalment to 
be pvid on the expiration of the 6th year as from the date of active occupation of the land, and one of 
the remaining instalments to be paid aunual’y thereaftee until the whole of the purchase money has 





been paid. An applicant for purchase of Crown Lands, provided Regulations 5 and 7 have been ful- 
fille. may by making a cash payment of the purch ise money on the expiration of the 3rd year from 
the date of active occupation obtain a discount of one-tifth of the purchase money.

2. Half the cost of surveying the land shall be paid prior to occupation, and the other half in the 2nd 
year of occupation. The fee for the survey of 1UU acres will be £20 14 0.

There shall during the first three years of occupancy be cleared and regularly planted in economic crops 
to the satisfaction of the Agricultural Superintendent not less than 50 acres of land. 


No applicant for purchase of Crown Lands shall. without the permission of the Governor in Council, 
incumber or dispose of his interest in the land before the Crown grant has been issued.
